$200,000,000 in Enrope, and pledged territory 
as scourity. This monoy was soon spont, and 
investors who had failod to renlize anything 
from the land grants did not like to advance 
moro funds on such onsubstantial xeenrity. Then 
Turkoy offered to pledgo her tobucco, opium, 
and liqnor duties, and succceded in this way in 
raising some $60U,000,000. For the past decade 
Turkey has not beon a favorite resort for money | 
‘investments, aud wow that sho has pledged 
most. of her revenues, she finds it» diffieult task 
to rniso farther funds. The European motley 
lenders find 2 more profitable field in the Far 
Fast for_puttingg out their capital with some 
assurances of adequate returns. 2 

In Sonth America the work.of mortgaging 
and buying up nations proceeds with as 
much expedition as in the Orient, und uo 
great many of the South Amorican republics” 
are owned by money-lenders ‘ant capitalists.

Whon wo find Ranjitsinhji in his Jubilee 
Boot of Cricket condemning the standard of 
fielding in England, and when we find a man 
like “Mr.° Jephson inditing on xrticle for 
Wisden, ‘in which he culls the fielders” of 
to-day “little mounds of earth” or waxen 
figures in a third-rate tailor's shop, I suppose 
thore is no don, yin g the allegation that in both 
ground. work ‘and catching We are not man for 
man f0 good as we ought to be, or’ so clever. us 
our fathers were. But really if wo stop.to con- 
sider the situation, is it not-astonishing that we 
have, fielders or bowlers at all? ~Nowadaya the 
majority of boys at our public schools aud of 
hen in our clubs divide cricket into two parts, 
batting und bowling. Nearly all want to be 
batwnen, Most dislike whut is called the drud- 
gery of bow! Jing, but here and there we find one 
wha has'‘a natural love for the ball. Never 


“have 1 yet met a cricketer who exalted folding 


above both batting and bowling—and yet it is 
afterall the very essénco of the pastime, ..Apatt 
from the distaste, innote and inbred apparently. * 
which boys and men soem to have for fag- 
ging, thers is no escaping from the fact 
‘that our presént system of—practico is—all 
against fielding, Wo want either to bowl 
ar. bat at the nets, These latter inventions 
are the curse of modern cricket. If clubs 
practised without nots against two howlers, 
the rext of the pupils or the members scouting, 

we should soon see cricket." In the first place 
the batamen would have to play, a wicket-keeper 
and a long stop, if you will, would have to fake 
their places.

He 
had been standiag umpire in u match and o 
famous amatour had made o brilliant score 
verging upon ,200. But this same brilliant 
batsman should haye been canght at short slip 
when lie was 20 and agilin in the sumo place 
when he was 26. The man who Jost. those 
catches. lost’ the match for his county. Suid 
Alfred Shaw whon the day's work was done: 
“ There's a terrible lot of these catches misrid 
now-a-days. Thoy always used to eay what a 
good-tempered man I was to captain Notting- 
hamshire. And- maybo I was pretty even 


tempered, but my eyes, I should not have beon | 


if I had-had to stand those fellows missing 
vatchés,  ‘We.had very littl of this sort of 
thing in my day. I tell you frankly I could 
not have stood it. I. bowled for catches. I 
recognised that there were ten others besides 
myself to got the man out. What wonld have 
boen-the use of my doiug that sort of thing if 
thoy dropped the catehes. Oh dear, oh déay, 
no, I conld not have been goud-tempered with | 
Moreover Alfréd. 
Shaw_suggested that the fielding was much 
worse now in reapect than it used to bos and 


‘that. the laxity was the curse of modurn cricket. 


The ox-captain.of Lancashire, Mr. A. N. Hornby, 
now the president of the club, is equally severe. 


He hardly ever misses ns day's cricket in the 
summer, und yet he will tell you that tho 


fielding of this ora is shockingly bad. 
‘A HINT TO YOUNG PLAYERS. 

“The essence of good fielding is to start 
pefore the ball is hit and te pick up and return 
straight. to the top, of tho bails, by one con- 
But what do we see nowadays, 
The ficld man stands aghast when a catch 
comes his way, evidently surprised, for he 
never anticipsted such an evant, while as for 
divining tha intention of the batsman, that 
is ont of tho question, But a man who will 
watch can be on his toes before the ball is hit.. 
T somotimes think that fielding is an inspiration, 
Let me give you an instance. 
ago Gloucostershire were playing Lancashire on 
the Spa ground of the county town. Albert Ward 
was on theedge of the boundary, to prevent fours 
for the square cuts of W. 8, A. Brown, tlie old 


unadulterated devilry. It has ruined thousands 
of grand bowlers, made batsmen absolutely care- 
less, and has prevented the assiduous practics 
of the art of folding. 

THE PARAMOUNT NECESSITY AT CRICKET. 

Some men, possibly good players in their way 
seem to attach no importance to felding. They 
overlook the fuct that the batsman has his spell 
at the wickets, and the bowler has hi¢ turn with 
the leather, but the fieldsman goes in all the 
time thronghout the innings. Hie task never 
ceases from tho first ball until the tenth wicket 
has fallen. I bid you, dear reader, if you hap- 
pen to bee cricketer, remember that Abel, who 
got twelve hundreds last yoar—the record for 
any seasou—declared that he should only have 
made one of these if sll the chances he gave 
had been taken, What is true of Abel applies 
to other batsmen. I have been watching cricket 
every Gay this season, and I can honestly say 
that I have scarce seen threo figures reached 
without a chance. Possibly the most absolutely 


correot:and_perfect display I have. seen was-by |_ 
Septimus Kioneir, of Warwickshire, but if every- |- 


body played with the calculating caution of Kin. 
neir, how many would patronise the ame at‘all? 
But fielding is the backbone of cricket for, look 
you, able work by the other ten makes bai 
bowling strong and renders a powerful attack 
even more deadly. I dare venture the opinion 
that Wilfred Rhodes would not be half thy 
man he is to-day if it ware not for the magni: 
ficent fielding of the Yorkshiremen. Good 
heavens! if a bowler cannot got wickots with 
Hirst ‘at mid-off, with Haigh at cover-point, 
with Hunter at the wicket, with Pannicliffe in 
the slips, with Brown at point, and with Denton 
‘flying about batwoonthird men andthe boundary, 
he must indeed be a poor xporimen of a trendler.' 


With Gloucestershire, Rhodes would be equally 
successful, for thé western shire is one of the
